landing in Gdynia, found Poland in na- 

tional mourning. The day before our ship 

left New York, I had read a three line dis- 
patch saying that two famous Polish aviators, 
Zwirko and Wigura, had died in a crash. Nev- 
ertheless I was surprised to find that it had 
created a sensation such as could only be com- 
pared with that which occurred in our country 
a year ago when the son of our most beloved 
airman was kidnapped. However, Poland is 
one of the most air-minded countries in the 
world and occupies an enviable position both 
in military and commercial aviation. Air travel 


[is in September last fall, the writer, on 


the news came that he and his comrade, En- 
gineer Stanislaw Wigura, had crashed to death 
in a terrific storm just over the Czechoslovak- 
ian frontier. 

In 1929, Zwirko broke and held for a time 
the world’s altitude record. No doubt his great- 
est achievement, in company with Wigura, was 
the winning of the 1932 International Chal- 
lenge Cup, that most coveted of European air 
prizes. That Zwirko ranked among the pre- 
mier flyers of Europe is quite evident from the 
fact that he had been awarded trophies from 
twelve different countries. He had been a 
member of his nation’s air force since its or- 








is unusually popular owing to the fact that up 
to the present there has never occurred a single 
fatal accident on the Polish Airways. 
Lieutenant Franciszek Zwirko had a position 
among Polish aviators comparable to that of 
Lindbergh’s in America. While not one of the 
three Poles who have attempted trans-Atlantic 
flights, he was regarded—among a group of 
flyers such as any nation might well be proud 
of—as the perfect pilot. So one can imagine 
what a shock it was to his countrymen when 








ganization during the Polish-Bolshevik War of 
1920. In that struggle, American aces, com- 
prising the Kosciuszko Escuadrille, played a 
prominent part. Three of them, Graves, Kelly, 
and MacCallum, gave their lives defending 
the Red menace.

Poland Issues Philatelic Exhibi- 
tion Stamp 





Word is at hand from the Phila- 
telic Society in Torun, Poland, telling 
of a special Philatelic Exhibition 
Stamp to be issued by Poland in hon- 
or of the Second Polish Stamp Ex- 
hibition which was held in Torun, 
May 21st to 28th of this year. 

A special postage stamp, dark red 
in color and of the value of one zloty 
was issued. But 80,000 were printed 
and the stamps were to be on sale only 
during the exhibition. 

Offers of the stamps come from 
Poland at one zloty 20 gr. each for 
unused copies. 

Large posters picturing the late 
Torun stamp and printed in red and 
blue were used to advertise the ex- 
position throughout Poland. 


Belgian Stamp News 





The special feature at the May 6 
meeting of the Milwaukee Philatelic 
Society was a lecture and demonstra- 
tion of the Stamps of Belgium by Dr. 
Ira Edwards, of the Public Museum, 
who is an ardent philatelist. Mr. 
discussed the history of 
Belium in connection with the issues 
of the stamps of that country. He 
brought, among others, the fact that 
the issue of 1915 was in the albums 
of collectors before Belgians had seen 
the stamps. This issue could origin- 
ally be used only in the border com- 
munities of Belgium as the Germans 
had occupied the country, so that this 
issue was not used by Belgians until 
1918, when the Great War ended.—

It is im- 
possible to write in the length of a 
letter or even a booklet enough infor- 
mation to educate a collector com- 
pletely on this subject. To those 
wishing to just collect Buro-prints I 
suggest you first get a buro-print 
catalog. This will help you weed out 
the general precancels. To those wish- 
ing to collect both, a general catalog 
will suffice as it contains illustrations 
of both buro-print types and general 
types. Get the catalogs FIRST. Then 
try the different booklets put out by 
the large precancel dealers and the 
Precancel Stamp Society. But above 
all if you can contact some collector 
who knows the difference he can edu- 
cate you on the subject more com- 
pletely and in a shorter time that you 
could ever hope to self-educate your- 
self on the matter by reading.

We note on data compiled by Vic- 
tor Rotnem that pairs of the Bloom- 
field 1% and the Sheboygan 2, both 
old type are unknown in any shape, 
even ordinary plain pairs have not 
turned up. So we ask you, have YOU 
got em? 


The scarcity of the Milwaukee 1c 
B11 coil is no more. They are popping 
thru now in great style and we have 
even landed a gap pair for out shift 
collection. 


Kingsport, Tenn., the one cent B11, 
seems to be quite a mystery. Every- 
body wants it and once in the while 
it turns up most unexpectedly as we 
know of one chap who picked up a 
couple in some mix and that’s picking 
“deluxe”. In the 11th buro catalog 
the block price is left blank but per- 
haps after a coming eastern sale we 
may have some sort of figure to go 
by but as stated here recently it will 
be better than 20 bucks or there will 
be no sale. 


The old style Lincoln, Nebraska, 
buros, without periods, got plenty 
recognition in the 11th catalog. They 
rate twenty times the price of the 
normal variety. The four normal va- 
rieties list 80c and if you have the 
missing periods they will list $16.00 
and then, too, you have something 
that is not picked up every day. 


With reference to Grand Rapids, 
Mich., old type coils with missing pe- 
riod, the price for the variety is ten 
times normal which list as a lot at 
$1.10. This makes the varieties run 
at $11.00 and if you think THEY are 
easy go on a hunt for the 2 and 3 
cent values. The other two are not 
so tough.
